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THE RISING IN SPAIN. 


The news from Spain takes no one by surprise. That country | 
is in the throes of revolution—whether for good or for evil it | 
would be too bold to hazard a conjecture. This time, 
ever, the aim of those who have risen in arms against con- 
stituted authorities is directed against no upstart servant of 
the Crown, but against the wearer of it and the dynasty of 
which she is the head. It could hardly have been otherwise. 
The Queen has successively used all parties, disappointed all 
parties, and mortally offended all parties; and now, if they 
can agree in nothing else, they can agree in an attempt to get 
rid of the House of Bourbon. What may come of it is another 
affair. The present movement is simple enough in its ©’ ject, 
and may or may not succeed. We, who look upon it from a 
distance, can understand well enough its immediate purport, 
and can account for it; but, beyond the possibility of a 
dynastic change, we can discern nothing certain but a period | 
of anarchy. 
Undoutbedly, the case against Queen Isabella is a strong 

one—we might almost say, unprecedentedly strong. She had 
a fair chance of a glorious reign, if she had known how to |

avail herself of it. That she lacked that benstitedion: and did 
not even care to acquire it, may probably be ascribed to others 
more than to herself.

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\, IN PERU, VISITED BY TIE EARTHQUAKE. 





The last acts of the Pu s Government represented its 
desperation, and, in accordance with the ordinary laws of 
human nature, brought matters to the present dangerous 
crisis. It was not to be supposed that the precautionary 
policy which shipped off to the Canaries all the conspicuous 
military chiefs likely to oppose the Ministry of Gonzales 
Bravo, and which deported the Queen's sister and her husband 
from Spanish territory, could be carried into effect without a 
reaction of proportionate violence. All men of sense listened 
for the reverberation which that tremendous blow was sure to 
awaken. It has come—sooner, perhaps, than 
pated—but not in louder tones. The sound 
tent and menace is swelled by utterances from many 
quarters—Progressista, Moderado, Republican, Legitimist. 
We have witnessed local insurrections and military pronuncia- 
mentos not a few before this—but, successful or unsuccessful 
they had in them no national significance. 
is after another sort. It comprehends vast and various 
classes, civic and military. It embodies the active intellect of 
Spain, leaving little to counteract it but the ponderous inert- 
ness of the rural population. It may be regarded as the pro- 
test of life against a reign of death. Its leading agents 
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may be self-seeking, and its efforts may prove in the end 
abortive—but surely it can only be interpreted as evidence 
that the patience of Spain has passed its utmost limits. 
Come what may, she has given an intelligible sign to the 
outer world that she is weary of her humiliations under the 
Bourbon dynasty. The cup of indignity put into her hand 
s full to overflowing. Her day of quiet endurance has come 
to an end, 

The almost simultaneous outbreak of disaffection in dif- 
ferent provinces of the kingdom, no less than the unity of 
purpose it everywhere displays, testifies to the unusual gravity 
of the situation. But a few days back the Queen arrived at 
San Sebastian, intent on exchanging visits with the Emperor 
of the French at Biarritz. Foiledin her object, she meditated 
a speedy return to her capital. But the revolutionary flame 
was too quick for her. The telegram from Madrid which an- 
nounced to her the revolt of her fleet, and informed her that 
her immediate return was necessary and could be accom- 
plished with safety, was evidently penned by General 
Concha in ignorance of the perils which threatened 
his Royal mistress. The Queen started on her way home- 
ward, but found the Castile railway by which she should 
have travelled already broken up, and obliged to 
go back to San Sebastian. Madrid, indeed, within a few 
days, was girt round, though at some distance, by an 
irregular ring of insurrection, and is itself stated to have 
become the scene of great agitation. The fact that the anti- 
dynastic movement has made itself felt in the first instance in 
seaboard provinces is due, no doubt, to its having had its 
commencement in the navy. The plot appears to have been 
laid down and matured with masterly skill. The exiled 
Generals met in Gibraltar—Prim and others from England, 
Serrano, Dulce, and a number of army officers from the 
Canary Islands. Thence they proceeded in a steamer to 
Cadiz Bay, within which lay the Spanish fleet. Admiral 
Topete and Captain Malcampo—the former the Captain of the 
port at Cadiz, the latter in command of 
Saragossa

had some time previously joined the conspiracy. 
Cadiz was eager to rise at their summons, and needed onlya few 
shots from the Saragossa to overawe some hesitating battalions 
of artillery. There were seven men-of-war at Cadiz, including 
two ironclads. The plan of the Generals was that each of 
them should proceed, on board one of the ships, to the most 
important of the Spanish ports, and raise the standard of 
revolt. So far, their enterprise appears to have been success- 
ful. The coasts are reported to be ablaze with the revolution. 
Bravo and his Ministerial colleagues are in flight to the French 
frontier, while many whom his unscrupulous despotism had 
driven out of the Peninsula are on their return. The insur- 
rection is spreading inland, where, however, if the army prove 
faithful to the Queen—a matter much to be doubted—it will 
have to contend with far more serious obstacles than it has 
encountered hitherto. 

Will the Emperor of the French intervene? The Patric 
assures Europe that he will not, but that,on the contrary, his 
Government will maintain a strict neutrality. Without giving 
implicit credit to this assurance, we are of opinion that the 
likelihoods of the case lie in that direction. Spain cannot 
brook foreign dictation. The only effect certain to follow any 
decisive sten which France might take in favour of Queen 
Isabella would be to rouse against her hosts of Spaniards 
who are now comparatively indifferent. The Emperor has 
till now most carefully refrained from lending the Queen 
the slightest encouragement; and it is not at all pro- 
bable that, in the absence of any pressing emergency, 
he would ‘low his hands to be weakened towards Germany 
by embroiling himself in the internal disputes of Spain. 
Doubtless, he would be annoyed at seeing an Orleanist Prince, 
the Duke de Montpensier, elevated, by the succession of his 
wife to the throne, to a position of all but supreme authority 
in the Peninsula ; but of this there appears to be little chance. 
Nor isit to be supposed that he would look with complacency 
upon a republic on the other side of the Pyrenees, though 
any apprehensions such a prospect might otherwise raise in 
his mind would be much moderated by a conviction 
that republican government is unsuited to Spanish tra- 
ditions and sympathies, and consequently could have but 
an ephemeral existence there. Of armed interference, ther>- 
fore, there is no fear—at any rate, for the present. The 
Queen and her people will be left to settle their difficulties 
with each other as best they may. Should the throne become 
vacant, France will most likely take a deep interest in the 
solution of the question which may best be pnt in the late 
Mr. Cobden’s words, “ What next? and next?” But by what 
line of policy or diplomacy she will express that interest the 
future alone must be left to determine. 








ARICA, VISITED BY THE EARTHQUAKE. 


We are still awaiting the exact description of the dreadful calamity 
which befell many towns in Peru and Ecuador in the middle of last 
month. The telegraphic news, by way of New York, mentions that 
there had been great loss of life and property at Arica. This is 
the chief seaport town of Southern Peru, situated in latitude 
18 deg. 22min., and west longitude 70 deg. 24min. It has an open 
roadstead, which is much frequented, and most of the foreign trade 
with Bolivia passes through it. Few merchants, however, dwell at 
Arica, but mostly at Tacua, which is —y 4 remy, ee {my 
The road to La Paz, in Bolivia, across Western Cordilleras, is 
long and bad; yet thisis the only route for traffic with that district, 
rich in per and silver, and productive of wool. The small town 
of Arica, built on a flat beach close to the sea, was very liable to be 
flooded the swelling of the waters consequent on an earthquake.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Panis, Thursday, Sept. 24. 
The rising in Spain has thrown everything else into the shade over 
here ; and telegrams to suit the views of all political parties, as well 
as to influence the Bourse, are manufactured as required. The 
extent of the outbreak has been possibly exaggerated. All we 
know for certain is that the contemplated interview between the 
Qneen of Spain and the Emperor, preparations for which had been 
made at St. Sebastian, has been abandoned, and that the Count and 
Countess de Girgenti have suddenly left Paris. They had com- 
manded a performance at the Opéra Comique on Saturday, and the 
Imperial box had been decorated for the occasion, but it remained 
untenanted throughout the evening. The favourite rumour over 
here is that the King of Prussia is at the bottom of the Spanish 
outbreak, the object being to give the ascendancy to the extreme 
—— party in Spain and create a political diversion on the French 
ontier. 

The Emperor, on his visit to Pau, inspected the agricultural 
improvements of the lands in the neighbourhood of the town, which 
exhibit on one side of the road fruitful harvests and on the other 
nothing but rank ferns and weeds, on which the cattle can feed for 
a very short period of the year. The Emperor warmly com- 
plimented the directors of the company which have these improve- 
ments in hand, for he has always taken great interest in the fer- 
tilisation of the immense tracts of waste lands which abound iu 
certain districts of France. 

A terrible explosion took place, last Thursday afternoon, at Metz, 
the scene of the disaster being the cartridge manufactory, a wooden 
building situated in the court of the arsenal. At the moment 
of the explosion 107 persons, eighty-three of them women, 
were engaged in making cartridges. It appears that a work-girl, 
hastily passing a pair of scissors to one of her companions, struck 
the cap of a cartridge with their point, and thus occasioned the 
catastrophe. A fearful detonation immediately ensued, the plank 
walls were shivered to pieces, and the unhappy workpeople fell, 
riddled by the shower of balls escaping from the heaps of exploding 
cartridges. On the alarm being given the sapeurs-pompiers and 
detachments of the troops of the line immediately proceeded to the 
scene of the accident, and soon succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames, though at a great risk to themselves, for numerous barrels 
of powder and cartridges still lay unexploded amongst the ruins. 
Succours were promptly organised for the numerous victims of this 
deplorable calamity. The courtyard of the arsenal resembled a 
battle-field, covered with dead and dying. Sixteen corpses, so cal- 
cined and disfigured as to be entirely unrecognisable, were shortly 
drawn from out the heap of smoking ruins, and of the survivors 
seventy-seven were so injured that it was found necessary to trans- 
port them immediately to the various hospitals. One woman was 
wounded in more than ten places, traversed by bullets, and with one 
thigh broken she stillretained consciousness Another, with her clothes 
burnt off her back, her face blackened by powder, and one eye 
hanging from its socket, rushed from the cloud of smoke that hung 
over the ruins, followed by others so cruelly mutilated that it was 
hard to imagine how they could have walked. Severed heads and 
limbs were scattered about; an officer seized the arm of a soldier to 
drag him from the smoking débris, and the member remained in 
his hand. A mother, whose three daughters were employed in the 
arsenal, pushed through the soldiers charged with guarding the 
entrance, and rushed into the ruins, only to find three corpses in 
place of her children. It isnot expected that more than ten or twelve 
at most of the women conveyed to the hospital will survive, thirteen 
of them having succumbed almost immediately after their admis- 
sion ; and, as far as can be gathered from the contradictory accounts 
of the French journals, the total number of victims appears to have 
been about forty, nine of them being soldiers. Twenty-two of the 
women were interred on Saturday afternoon, in presence of a 
numerous and painfully-affected crowd, the Mayor of Metz, M. 
Nélix Marechal, acting as chief mourner, assisted by the General 
of Divison and generals of brigade residing at Metz; the funeral 
cortége comprising, in addition to the clergy, the public functionaries 
and the officers of the garrison. The funeral of nine soldiers took 
place on the following day. On receipt of the news of this disaster 
the Emperor immediately telegraphed to the Prefect of the 
Moselle, expressing his wate and his intention of bestowing 
20,000f. upon the families of the victims, the gift being made in 
the names of his Majesty, of the Empress, and of the Prince 
Imperial; whilst the Minister of the Interior likewise placed 
10,000f. at the disposal of the Prefect. 

The Champ de Mars will soon be the same dusty plain it was of 
old. Every remnant of the exhibition is cleared away, except 
the foundations and cellars of the palace, the pavilion of the Bay 
of Tunis, and the fanciful chalet erected for the members of the 
Imperial Commission to hold their meetings in.

For some time past the utter absence of any progress in the 
works of the new Opera has been the subject of many jokes on the 
part of the Parisians; and, indeed, lately the small number of 
workpeople employed on it recalls to mind the famous man and boy 
who so long had undivided sway in Trafalgar-square. The reason 
of this has now transpired. The Emperor has resolved to sacrifice 
for the time art to humanity, and to stay the further progress of 
the new temple of the muses until the Hdétel Dieu, now in course 
of rebuilding, is in a more advanced state. The new public 
hospital covers a s of 22,000 square me and is divided into 
three distinct buildings, its principal fagade looking on to the Place 
du Parois Notre Dame. The first section of the edifice is destined 
for the administration. On the ground floor will be the waitin 
and receiving rooms, the doctors’ cabinets, the dressing-rooms, anc 
the offices of the director and steward; on the first floor the 
appartments of the director, steward, head chemist, almoners, and 
employés. The house pupils will occupy spacious and separate 
rooms on the second floor; whilst above will be the dormitories for 
the attendants. On each side of the courtyard are two amphi- 
theatres for the clinical lessons. The second building will consist 
of a vast oblong construction, serving to connect three pavilions, 
situated to the right, for men, and three others, to the left, devoted to 
women patients. Open courts, planted with trees and surrounded 
by galleries, will separate these pavilions. The remainder of the 
new Hodtel Dieu, consisting of the nd reception-court, has an 
entrance looking on to the Quai Napoléon. Here will be the oe 
dead-house, amphitheatre of anatomy, &c. The kitchens, laundries, 
and various store-rooms will be placed in the basement ye which 
is by no means the least curious portion of this extensive edifice.

A serious revolt, which threatens to deprive Queen Isabella of 
the crown, has broken out in the south of Spain. The Admiral, 
officers, and crews of the men-of-war lying at Cadiz “‘ rose 
the present Government’’ yesterday week, and were imm ly 
joined by the whole garrison of the city. The Generals lately 
tran to the Canary Islands arrived on Friday at Cadiz, on

General Calonge has undertaken the task of maintaining tranquillity 
in Madrid. “A great panic’’—for which there is, no doubt, very 
good cause—is stated to prevail at Queen Isabella’s Court. 

It is observed that the character and importance of the move- 
ment may be estimated from the fact that Marshal Serrano, 
Generals ce, Concha, Pierrad, Prim, and Cabrera are engaged 
in it-+that is to say, Moderados, Progressistas, Republicans, and 
Legitimists. That the programme is a Republican one the follow- 
ing proclamation, which has been distributed largely over the 
peninsula, shows :— 

Spaniards! Let our cry be the Federal ublic! Down with tyranny! 
Let us for ever get rid of monarchs who have always brought us misfortune. 
With the Republic we shall carry out the Democratic programme, the only 
one that the country will applaud. Soldiers! The Republic will send you 
back to yourhomes. You will say, when you meet your mothers—Thanks to 
the Republic, you need no lo: shed tears at having your sons torn from 
you; they will now remain to labour with you. Henceforth Spain will fight 
only in self-defence. As for the officers, they will be retained as reserved 

, in recompense for their services. Spaniards! With the Republic alone 
you will be free, happy, and rich; with it alone property will be secure, and 
wealth developed by labour. No one will be persecuted for opinion, because 
opinion is sacred. But public plunderers must disgorge their ill-got booty. The 
accomplices of tyranny will be chastised. Spaniards! Show yourselves the 
worthy descendants of the Cid, of Padilla, of Lanuza and Riego. Lt us 

, Whilst giving them modern perfection, the liberties of Castile and 
Aragon, and those of the popular constitution of 1812. Citizens! imitate 
the of 1808, and of March, 1838. Soldiers, be patriots! imitate 
those who were led by Riego and Espartero. If ordered to fire on your 
brethren, reverse re guns. For ages Spain battled against the Romans 
and the Moors. A single month will free you of your present oppressors. 
Spaniards! we are at this moment the most disgraced Sallen of Europe—let 
us revive the p= deeds of 1808, 1812, and 1820. In a word, let the lion 
rouse himself out of his lethargy. Spaniards! success to the Federal 
Republic! To proclaim it and defend it, let us start up from our abasement. 
To arms for liberty! 

The insurrection appears to be spreading. The official 
gazette of Tuesday announced outbreaks at Cadiz and Seville, 
where the Provisional Government had proclaimed Espartero 
President in his absence. The insurgents are said to have a forca 
in Andalusia of 14,000 soldiers, and eleven vessels of war with 5000 
men on board. A Royal decree had been issued accepting the 
resignation of all the Ministers, and appointing General Jose 
Concha (who had previously undertaken the command of the 
Queen’s troops in the field) President of the Council. Concha had 
not, however, succeeded in forming a Cabinet. The Government, 
in an official statement admitting the gravity of the insurrec- 
tionary movement, announces that it has formed three military 
divisions for Catalonia, Castile, and Andalusia respectively. 
The Paris correspondent of the Times telegraphs that Malaga 
had Onesnounenlt™ and also Santona, the strongest fortress in 
Spain. A proclamation to the Catalans declares that “‘ the dynasty, 
deaf to advice, treats the nation as an enemy, and pauses not on 
its paths of immorality and hypocrisy. The nation shed its blood 
in wars to secure the liberty now trampled under foot. The nation 
was flying to arms, for it can no longer endure such scandal and 
infamy. The struggle will be short, because all classes have been 
injured and offended.’’ The proclamation appeals to the army to 
join the people. ‘It is time for the nation to assume the 
sovereignty, and to proclaim universal suffrage, and the assembling 
of a constituent Cortes.’’ It concludes thus :—** We serve the causa 
of no person or family; property and domestic rights shall bo 
respected. Viva the sovereign nation! Vivaaconstituent Cortes! 
Dated from the Camp of Liberty.”’ 

There was great agitation at Madrid. The Captain-General of 
Madrid has issued a proclamation forbidding crowds from assem ling 
in any part of the capital. 

As might have been expected, the news is fragmentary and con- 
tradictory ; but it seems certain that Queen Isabella, who left San 
Sebastian for Madrid on Monday night, speedily returned to San 
Sebastian, either because railway communication with Madrid was 
intercepted, or because she wished to be near the French frontier. 
Official telegrams from San Sebastian assert that “ tranquillity is 
stated to prevail’’ throughout Catalonia, Aragon, Valencia, and 
Old and New Castile, and in Madrid. General the Marquis de 
Novaliches is alleged to have entered Cordova with “constlianahte 
forces,”’ and to be marching on Seville in order to suppress the 
revolt. But the same official telegrams admit that Santander, 
Santona, and Ferrol are in the hands of the insurgents, though they 
allege that the revolted men of war at Ferrol vainly attempted to 
obtain possession of Corunna, the garrison and inhabitants of that 
town being determined to remain loyal to the Queen. On the 
other hand, the Paris journals contain reports that there has been a 
rising in Madrid, that Marshal Concha is negotiating witha view 
to induce the insurgents to recognise the Prince of the Asturias as 
King and to proclaim a Regency, and that an insurrection has 
broken out in Valencia. 

The Moniteur of Thursday, however, publishes the following 
news from Spain:—‘“‘Although the reports show that an insur- 
rectionary movement has broken out in different parts of the country, 
they nevertheless afford proof that the rebellion has hitherto been 
unable to make serious progress anywhere, chiefly owing to the 
attitude of the people. There have merely been military demon- 
strations. Captain-General Manuel de la Concha through 
Madrid yesterday. He reviewed the troops in the capital, and 
expressed his satisfaction at the loyal spirit that seemed to animate 
them. 

The Times correspondent at Paris says that there has of Ints 
been a considerable movement of Spanish emigrants towards their 
own country, not only from England but from other countries. 
General Prim left Southampton ten or twelve days ago under an 
assumed name, and probably arrived at Gibraltar on the 17th, the 
day before the pronunciamento. . 

Senor Gonzales Bravo, the late Premier, and several of his 
colleagues, have arrived in France, where their persons will no 
doubt be in greater safety than they would be in Spain. 

Notwithstanding the positive assertion that the Emperor Napoleon 
had paid a visit to Queen Isabella at San Sebastian on Friday last, 
the Moniteur has officially announced that “‘ the intended interview 
between the Emperor Napoleon and the Queen of Spain has not 
taken place, owing to the events in Spain.”’ 

It is stated that some French ships of war have been ordered t> 
the coasts of Spain; but it is semi-officially declared that they will 
be qeeeaget only for the protection of French subjects.

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The Earl of Derby is not easily roused to defend himself, he 


departed from his usudi meekness for the sake of putting 
himself right with the nation on the great question of the 
day. The Baronet, in a speech, adverted to the course which 
the Earl took in reference to the Irish Church about thirty- 
four years ago. Sir James told his hearers that Lord Derby 
had then suppressed ten Irish bishoprics, and had given 
twenty-five per cent of the tithes to the landlords, That, Sir 
James described as an act exactly corresponding in its cha- 
racter and objects to what is at present contemplated in 
regard to the Irish Church. It is a pity that when a speaker 
of character has a definite accusation to make he relies upon 
impressions, and does not take the trouble to verify them ; 
because, in the first place, he usually does an in justice ; and, in 
the second, the memory of the accused party is sure to be 
fatally accurate when he has a good point to make for him- 
self. In the present case Sir James Shuttleworth has damaged 
a valuable argument by laying himself open to the just rebuke 
of the Earl of Derby, who has given him a concise and tem - 
perate answer. 

The Earl of Derby, correcting Sir James as to the date 
when the ten bishoprics were done away—it was in 1833— 
states that he certainly did abolish them, but adds that every 
shilling of the income of those sees was vested in commissioners, 
to be applied exclusively to ecclesiastical purposes, and mainly 
to the erection of new churches and the improvement of poor 
livings. Therefore, he contends, there can be no similarity 
between his Act and that proposed by Mr. Gladstone, who 
would confiscate the whole of the property of the Establish- 
ment and apply it to secular purposes. The Earl of Derby 
reminds us that in the following year he left the Administra- 
tion of Earl Grey rather than be party to an Act that recog-

He 
further urges that the other Act to which Sir James 
Shuttleworth alluded was an exorbitant proceeding, by 


which the landlords were heavily paid for taking the tithe- 


reat upon themselves; but, inasmuch as it was a 
kind of insurance by which the clergyman obtained 
a better security for the receipt of a smaller in- 


come, it cannot be said to be a justification of Mr. 
Gladstone ; but, be this as it may, Lord Derby had nothing 
to do with it, as the measure was carried by Lord John 
Russell long after the Earl had ceased to be a member of a 
Liberal Administration. As far as Lord Derby himself is con- 
cerned, his answer is complete; and Sir James has made the 
amende of a gentleman. He returns, however, to the argument 
which he connected with the supposed incident in Lord 
Derby's history—the assertion of the right of the Legislature 
to deal with Church property for a just purpose, without 
disturbance of private property ; and the force of this argu- 
ment cannot be shaken by any inaccuracy in the description 
of the mode in which an individual measure was carried. 
Before touching on this, we may advantageously refer to a 
document which has just appeared, having been long looked 
for, and which is part of the question raised by Lord Derby. 
We have received the report of the Irish Church Commission. 

This document is very long—so long that it will be read 
only by those who are personally interested in the subject and 
by professional politicians. We apprehend that it will not 
exert any particular influence on the public mind, although 
there is more than one way in which it may be made available 
hereafter. The Commissioners (and we may mention, for the 
information of those who have forgotten the original compo- 
sition of the tribunal, that there are nine signataries—Lords 
Meath, Stanhope, and De Vesci, and some other gentlemen 
not much known, with the exception of Mr. Napier and Mr. 
Shirley) follow, haud passibus @equis, in the steps of the Earl of 
Derby. In one case they go beyond him; for he did not 
destroy an archbishopric, whereas they propose to do away 
with the see of Dublin. But they desire to destroy four 
Kilmore, and 
Meath. They could make the incomes of all the remain- 
ing Bishops equal, fixing them at £3000 a year. They 
would abolish all benefices where there are not more than 
forty Protestants, and this arrangement would get rid of 
200 benefices save one. All deaneries and cathedral bodies, 
except eight, are to be done away. The funds obtained by all 
these means are to be handed over to the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, who are to apply the money in the augmentatio. 
of poor livings. Thus, it will be observed, the Commissioners 
imitate Lord Derby in declining to admit the principle of the 
secularisation of Church property. We have said that we do 
not suppose the report will excite any particular interes’ just 
now, but it will be referred to when Parliament meets. The 
Conservatives will adopt it, and will then contend that they 


have shown themselves prepared to do all that was 
reasonable in the way of referming the abuses of 
the Irish Church, and the Liberals will adduce its 


statements in proof that the Irish Church has so miserably 
failed that in less than forty years its best friends have twice 
had to lop away at its hierarchy, and are now trying to make 
it so small that it shall scarcely be worth the hostility of a 
statesman or the attention ofa foe. Mr. Disraeli may even 
base a bill upon it, which shall take the place of the scheme 
which he is rumoured to have in hand, by which the interests 
of Protestantism are to be protected without offence to the 
prejudices of Popery. “ We tell that story as ‘tis told to us,” 
not with any more indorsement than is implied in our avowed 
belief in the exceeding cleverness of the Premier, and in the 
improbability of his letting the assailing enemy batter in his 
wall without finding a movable cylinder of sword-blades 
revolving behind the breach. 

But Lord Derby may satisfactorily demonstrate his con- 
sistency, in the ordinary sense of the word, and the Com- 
missioners may, under hand and seal, indicate a course which 
does not include secularisation, and yet neither may be so 
absolutely free as they suppose from the fancied crime of 
diverting Church property from what they call its lawful ends. 
There is such a thing as being the slave of words, and this is 
a slavery to which the best class of Englishmen is singularly 
subject. Lord Derby, and many another earnest Church- 
man, would be angry and wounded at being told that 
what the Earl did in 1833, and what the Commissioners 
wish done in 1869, is really secularisation, though disguised 
under the name of a remodelling, and because we have no 
desire to anger or wound any conscientious man we abstain 
from putting the case in that form. But we should like to 
ezk-some one who opposes the disestablishment of the Irish 
Church, and is sufficiently pachydermatous not to mind being 
accused of sacrilege, what secularisation means. Surely, if he 
knows the value of words, and has enough candour to admit 
what he knows, he will not limit that meaning to the 
merely paying to a layman a piece of money which a few 
hundred years ago was destined for a cleric. Surely, he will 
not be content with so very narrow an interpretation. We 
hold secularisation to be the carrying out of a secular 
idea. And that is precisely what was done, and 
what is to be done in the case of the Church of 
Ireland. Secular men found out before 1833 (the clerical 
mind never would have discovered it) that the Irish Church 
was working badly, so they forced into action the secular idea 
that business was business, and that the Church must recon- 
struct her machinery, and get something that would work at a 
profit, like any other establishment that is to endure. And 
an active secularist, then known as Lord Stanley, was called 
in to overhaul the books, dismiss the cats that caught no mice, 
and generally to revise the Establishment. He did it boldly; 


but there is something unsound in the principle of the 
business, though those who carry it on are men of the highest 
character and the purest intention.

The books are sub- 
mitted to an accountant commission, and the result is another 
set of secular processes, dismissing five important members 
of the Establishment, equalising the salaries of others, and 
breaking up the branch houses in places where there are 
scarcely any customers. Really, in the name of all that is 
rational, what is this but secularisation in excelsis—secular 
ideas carried into action upon commercial principles ? It may 
be that those who do not like this view of the case may be 
spared the pain of co-operation in the new scheme, which will 
be worked out by those who have got a little further into the 
dictionary ; but we should be glad to see men whom we honour 
a little more ready to “ clear their minds of cant.”

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by Prince Albert 
Victor and Prince George and attended by their suites, left 
Abergeldie Castle on Saturday last, en route for Dunrobin Castle, 
on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland. Their Royal 
Highnesses drove to Ballater, and travelled thence in the Duke of 
Sutherland's saloon by a special train upon the Deeside and Great 
North Railways to Dunrobin, a distance of ninety-six miles and 
three quarters. At Keith station a large number of spectators had 
assembled, who warmly greeted the Prince and Princess. A dis- 
tinguished party is assembled at Dunrobin Castle. 

On Sunday, the weather being wet and stormy, their Royal 
Highnesses did not attend Divine service at Golspie church. Late 
in the day the Princess, accompanied by the Duchess of Sutherland, 
drove in the grounds of the castle. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday the annual shooting competition of 
the volunteers at Dunrobin took place. On the last evening the 
Duke and Duchess of Sutherland gave a grand ball at the castle. 

On Thursday the Prince reviewed the Sutherlandshire volun- 
teers, his Royal Highness being honorary Colonel of the Sutherland 
battalion. After the review the prizes gained at the rifle competi- 
tion were to be distributed by the Prince and Princess. Their 
Royal Highnesses will remain the guests of the Duke and Duchess 
of Sutherland until about the 6th prox., when they will pro- 
ceed to Glasgow, the Prince having accepted an invitation 
from the civic representatives of Glasgow and the University 
council to la the foundation-stone of the new college 
of Glasgow. The ceremony is expected to take place on Oct. 7. 
In accordance with present arrangements, the Prince and Princess 
will arrive at Marlborough House from Scotland on Oct. 10. 
Their Royal Highnesses will afterwards proceed to Sandringham. 
The Prince and Princess will reside at Park House, the residence of 
General Sir William Knollys, the works in progress at Sandringham 
House not being sufficiently advanced to admit of their Royal 
Highnesses’ reception there.

The Very Rev. H. A. Douglas, Dean of Capetown, who has been 
nominated to the Bishopric of Bombay, has arrived in London. 


According to the John Bull, the Duke of Buckingham has again 
referred back to the law officers of the Crown the question of 
allowing Mr. Macrorie’s consecration in England. 


The Rev. C. E. Plater, on leaving the Curacy of Aldington, has 
received an illuminated address, with silver teapot and salver, from 
bis parishioners, and a timepiece from Colonel and Mrs. Deedes 
of Sandling Park. 


The Bishop of Norwich has presented £1000 for the erection 
of a new church in the populous suburb of Higham, Norwich. 
Nine years since another church was erected in the same suburb, 
and the Bishop then contributed £500. 


The Church of St. Salvador, Dundee, was consecrated, on 
Tuesday week, by the Bishop of Brechin. The building, which at 
present is deficient of a chancel, has been erected, at a cost of more 
than £3000, from the designs of Mr. Bodley. 


A new church, dedicated to St. Matthew, was opened, on 
Wednesday week, at Leyburn, near Bedale, by the Bishop of Ripon. 
Lord Bolton and his eldest son gave a piece of land situated at the 
entrance to the town, and upon a portion of this site has been built 
the church just opened. 


The Bishop of Lincoln consecrated, on Tuesday week, the new 
Church of St. Matthew, Broughton, Notts. The old church, the 
history of which is very cbscure, had fallen into a hopelessly dilapi- 
dated condition, and was, moreover, too small to accommodate the 
increasing population of the parish. 


On Tuesday week the Church of St. Mary, Princes Risborough, 
wns reopened by the Lord Bishop of Oxford, after restoration by 
Mr. A. W. Blomfield. Years of neglect had made the work of 
restoration most laborious and costly; but the patient toil of the 
Rector (the Rev. T. Little), and the liberal response to the appeal 
he made, have been abundantly rewarded in the result. 


The ninth annual festival of the parochial choirs of the diocese 
of Durham was held, on the 10th inst., in the parish church, 
Berwick-on-Tweed, when upwards of twenty choirs, composed of 
450 voices, and representing some of the principal parishes between 
the limits of Kelso on the west and Tynemouth on the south, took 
part in the choral portion of the service. The responsibility of the 
entire musical arrangements devolved upon Mr. Evans, the organist. 


On the 14th inst. the new Chapel of All Saints, Lupton, West- 
morland, was consecrated by the Bishop of Carlisle. oo is an 
outlying township of the parish of Kirkby Lonsdale, four miles 
from the parish church, with a scattered population of about 250. 
An endowment fund of £1000 has been raised, and an unpretending 
but tasteful and well-arranged church built, from the designs of 
Mr. Paley, accommodating nearly one hundred people, at a cost of 
about £600. The money has been furnished by subscription, Lord 
Kenlis and Trinity College, Cambridge, being large contributors, 
only akout £150 remaining unraised. 


THE UNIVERSITIES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
OXFORD. 

An examination of candidates for admission as unattached 
students will be held at Oxford, in the Schools, by the delegates for 
licensing lodging-houses, on Thursday, Oct. 15 next, at ten a.m. 
All candidates who desire to keep the ensuing Michaelmas Term 
must then be present. The subjects of the examination will be— 
1, Three books of Homer, or one Greek play; 2, Three books of 
Virgil's Aineid, or three books of the Odes of Horace ; 3, Transla- 
tion from English into Latin; 4, The elements of Greek and Latin 
grammar; 5, Arithmetic (including fractions, decimals, and pro- 
portions) ; 6, Euclid, Books I. and II., or Algebra (the first four 
rules), fractions, and simple equations. Each candidate is requested 
to forward to the delegates for licensing lodging-houses (under 
cover to the Rev. G. Ward, M.A., Magdalen Hall; or to the Rev. 
G. W. Kitchen, M.A., Christ Church), at least one week before the 
day appointed for the examination :—1, a testimonial of good con- 
duct and character ; 2, a certificate that he has the consent of his 
parents or guardians to his living in lodgings. 

CAMBRIDGE. 

The Professors of Medicine and Natural Science intend to begin 
their courses in the ensuing terms earlier than has hitherto been 
the custom. The courses in anatomy and chemistry will, acoord- 
ingly, begin on Oct. 12 and Jan. 18. It is expected that examina- 
tions in natural science for scholarships will be held in the several 
colleges as follow :—Sidney, Oct. 7; St. John’s, in April or May; 
Downing, in May ; St. Peter's, in May ; Trinity, on Easter Monday. 
The scholarship in Trinity is open to all under-graduates of Oxford 
or Cambridge. The others are ge to all students (whether they 
are members of the Church of England or not) who shall not have 
commenced residence in the University at the times of the re- 
spective examinations.

It has been determined to found a theological college for the 
' diocese of Gloucester and Bristol, on the principle of Cuddesdon, 


Wells, Lichfield, and Chichester. The Bishop has nominated as 
the first Principal the Rev. William Henry Girdlestone, M.A., of 
Christ's College, Cambridge, Vicar of Ryde, Isle of Wight 





It is known that the authorities of Winchester College have 
determined to increase the number of students on the foundation 
from seventy—the number fixed by the founder, William of 
Wykeham, hundreds of years since—to one hundred. This 
augmentation will, however, be gradual, as it depends upon the 
vacation of the Fellowships. Five of the students have already 
been elected, who will go on the foundation at Christmas. Extensive 
alterations are at present being made at the college. Four tutors’ 
houses are now in the course of erection at Winchester for the 
further reception of pupils. 


The last of a series of annual theatrical performances took place 
at Winchester College, on Thursday and Priday last week. The 
»ieces selected were ** King Lear,”’ and the farces known as “ The 
rish Tutor”’ and “‘ Twenty Minutes with a Tiger,” the play being 
followed by one of these on each night. An original epilogue, 
composed by one of the masters, Mr. Hawkins, the director of the 
whole series of performances, closed each evening’s entertainment. 
The farces were amusing, and the epilogue, which was a humorous 
comment on some recent school changes, formed a plecsant termina- 
tion to a most interesting entertainment. 


The report of the Royal Commission on the Irish Church was 
issued on Saturday last. The Commissioners suggest the abolition 
of the Bishoprics of Cashel, Killaloe, Kilmore, and Meath ; an1 the 
majority are in favour of leaving one Archbishop only, that of 
Armagh. The Primate is to have an allowance of £6000 a year ; 
the Archbishop of Dublin, if continued, £5000; and the Bishops 
£3000 each, with an additional £500 when attending Parliament. 
The existing dioceses are to be rearranged; all cathedrals and 
deaneries, except eight, are to be abolished, but two archdeacons 
are to be retained for each diocese. All benefices not having a 
Protestant —- of forty are to be suppressed, and for this 
purpose the Ecclesistical Commissioners are to have extended 
powers. The total revenues of the Irish Church are returned at 
£613,000, and the rent charge amounts to £320,000. There are 
various recommendations of a minor character. 


Lord Derby has initiated a correspondence with Sir J. P. Kay- 
Shuttleworth on the endowments of the Protestant Church in 
Ireland. His Lordship called attention to a recent speech, in which 
Sir J. P. Kay-Shuttleworth stated that “ they had, even in Lord 
Derby’s time, in 1834, ten bishoprics suppressed by him, and 25 
per cent of the tithes given to the landlords in Ireland. That 
was done by the will of the Legislature, and with the sanction 
of the late Tory Premier, by an Act exactly correspond- 
ing in its character and objects to that which was at present 
contemplated in regard to the Irish Church.” Lord Derby 
remarks that this is incorrect, and observes:—“It is quite 
true that, in 1833 (not 1834) I carried an Act by which ten 
Irish bishoprics were prospectively suppressed ; but it is also true 
hat every shilling of the income of those sees was vested in Com- 
missioners, to be applied exclusively to ecclesiastical purposes, and 
mainly to the erection of new churches and the improvement of the 
condition of the parochial clergy.” He adds that in the following 
year he “‘ quitted the Government of Lord Grey rather than be a 
party to a measure which recognised the principle of the alienation 
of Church property, which Mr, Gladstone is seeking to carry out 
to the utmost extent,’’ and he holds therefore that whatever else 
may be said in favour of Mr. Gladstone’s contemplated 
measure, its ‘“‘character and objects’’ do not only not 
*‘exactly correspond with,’’ but are directly at variance with 
those of any Act which has ever received his Lordship’s 
* sanction.”’ Sir J. P. Kay-Shuttleworth states in reply 
that he was in error, if, in one of this appropriation, 
he said that it exactly corresponded in its character and objects 
with the proposal of Mr. Gladstone, for it was confined to a redis- 
tribution of the revenues within the Lrish Church. His justification 
is that his argument was founded on a much broader basis than the 
distinctions between ecclesiastical and private property, and this 
led him in the brief and incidental allusion which he made to Lord 
Derby's measure to overlook a difference between them and Mr. 
Gladstone's proposals, which was immaterial to his argument. 

It is stated that the health of the Very Rev. Dr. Milman is 
gradually though slowly improving. 

On Wednesday the new Church of St. Thomas, Hyde, was con- 
secrated by the Bishop of Chester. The builders have beca 
Messrs. Robinson and Son, Hyde; and the architects, Messrs. J. M. 
and H. Taylor, of Manchester. 


The Marquis of Westminster has presented £500 to the West- 
minster Hospital, in addition to previous large benefactions to the 
same charity. 

Risk Allah Bey, so well known through the recent trials in 
London, was married, last Saturday, at the Greek Eastern Chureh, 
London-wall, to Mrs. Wosau, of Great Malvern. 


Pending the formation of a committee, Mr. Algar, of the 
Canadian News, has been requested to receive donations in aid of 
the sufferers by the distress in the Red River settlement. 


Nearly 12,000 dogs have been apprehended by the police under 
the orders of Sir Richard Mayne. Of these, between 8000 and 9000 
have been destroyed, the greater portion at a place a few miles 
from Berkhampstead. Those that were allowed to live have been 
either claimed or sold. 


On Tuesday evening the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress enter- 
tained the master and wardens of ten of the principal livery 
companies and a number of other guests at a nquet in the 
Egyptian Hall of the Mansion House. The band of the Royal 
Artillery, under Mr. Smyth, played during dinner. 


At a court of Common Council of the City, held on Thurs- 
day week, a handsome volume, entitled “The Tributes of the 
Nations to Abraham Lincoln,"’ was presented on behalf of the 
Government and ple of the United States, and accepted, with 
directions to the Town Clerk to send a suitable letter of thanks to 
our cousins across the Atlantic. 


The first of the promised eight oratorio performances took place 
at the Agricultural Hall, Islington, on Wednesday, when “ The 
Messiah ’’ was given. In addition to the excellent orchestra 
assembled at these concerts, a chorus of upwards of 300 voices was 
mustered on this occasion, reinforced by an organ erected specially 
for these performances by Messrs. Bryceson. The solos were sung 
by Madame Rudersdorff, Mdlle. Liebhart, Madame Patey, Mr. 
Vernon Rigby, and Mr. Patey; and the performance was conducted 
throughout by Mr. Benedict.

A special meeting of the council of the Central Chamber of 
Agriculture was held, on Tuesday, at the Salisbury Hotel.

FINE ARTS. 


After a most unreasonable delay the decorations of the Queen's 
Robing-room of the Westminster Palace are finished, or on the 
point of being so; and we understand that the sumptuous chamber, 
which has never yet been used for the purpose for which it was 
designed, and which has remained sealed to the public though con- 
taining a series of frescoes which would long ago have been the 
familiar boast of any other nation of Europe, will shortly be opened 
on the same conditions as the other portions of the palace—to wit, 
on Saturdays, by order procurable on the spot at the Lord 
Chamberlain’s office. Engravings of two or three of the frescoes 
upon which the late Mr. Dyce was so many years engaged 
have already appeared in this Journal; and we may mention— 
seeing that some extraordinary mistakes and misconceptions have 
been published relatively to these great works—that the descrip- 
tions accompanying those engravings were entirely authentic and 
trustworthy, having been mainly derived from papers and corre- 
spondence explanatory of his intentions left by the lamented 
artist—the same materials as were employed by Mr. Gullick in the 
preparation of the official handbook, procurable in the building, to 
these and other wall-paintings in the Westminster Palace. 

A suggestion deserving notice has been made by Mr. J. C. 
Robinson, late of the South Kensington Museum. This gentleman 
advises that the gateway and colonnades now in course of removal 
from Burlington House should be re-erected as one of the entrances 
to Kensington Gardens, the colonnades being turned round and made 
to flank the gateway on each side, within the park, so as to form a 
resting-place for the public and a refuge from rain. Mr. Robinson 
also recommends that Temple Bar, which is threatened with destruc- 
tion, should be removed to the same locality. ‘‘ These two structures 
would form appropriate and striking terminations to the two ends 
of one of the cross walks of the gardens, and they would have the 
additional recommendation of being in perfect harmony with the 
architecture of Kensington Palace.’’

It would be more efficacious, and 
much cheaper, to give them a sound flogging and then immediate 
dismissal to their affectionate and admiring family circles, than to 
maintain them in comfort at the cost of the unfortunate taxpayer.

We are glad to hear that arrangements have been made for the 
opening to the public, on Saturday afternoons, of the noble col- 
lection of sculptures and designs Flaxman, belonging to Uni- 
versity College, Gower-street. The collection, which consists 
chiefly of reliefs, casts, and drawings, is contained in the apartment 
under the central cupola, and in adjacent rooms. Although the 
finest gathering of the works of England’s greatest sculptor, it has 
hitherto remained but little known to the general public. 

Mr. Abel, the chemist of the War Department, having been 
commissioned to inspect the result of the various experiments for 
arresting the ang of the stone employed in the construction of 
the Westminster Palace, has written a paper, just published, in 
which he reports that every one of the _— have failed. 
The only one which until quite recently afforded promise of euc- 
cess was that proposed by “Mr. John Spiller. He gives, however, 

reference to the process of Mr. Serdang, but this is very de- 
ective. The failure of the latter, or water-glass, process seems 
to bode a like result to the paintings within the building, 
which have been executed with a similar preparation of water-glass 
as a permanent vehicle in place of fresco: at tening efflorescence 
has already been thrown out on the paintings. The recommendations 
of Mr. Abel himself appear in turn to be searcely practicable. He 
advises that exposed parts and those portions favourable to the 
lodgment of water—as, for example, beneath string-courses and 
other projecting surfaces—should be protected either with a metallic 
covering or with some other sufficiently impervious coating. The 
real cause of the decay seems to have been discovered by a cor- 
respondent of the Builder; but, unfortunately, the discovery leaves 
us hopeless of checking the evil, the corrosion of stone composed 
substantially of the carbonates of magnesia and lime being ine table 
in the London atmosphere. This writer asserts that, after making 
several experiments, he mixed common soot with distilled water to 
the consistence of thick cream, and then filtered the same through 
paper. The clear solution thus obtained was found to act rapidly 
on the magnesian limestone; and when portions of it were placed 
upon a polished surface of the stone and allowed to evaporate to 
dryness in the sun minute crystals of sulphate of magnesia or 
Epsom salts were formed, and the polished surface was found to be 
highly corroded. Afterwards it was demonstrated by analysis 
that the sooty solution contained sulphate of ammonia in 
considerable quantity, and to the presence of this was due the 
corrosive effect. Hence an answer to the seeming contradiction 
gnesian limestone in different 
localities. Sulphate of ammonia always largely accompanies soot 
formed from coal, but does not attend the combustion of wood. If 
the formation of soot from coal were — the sulphate of 
ammonia would still be generated, perhaps, even, in larger quan- 
tities; for the soot is only a companion, net a vehicle for the 
injurious product. 

The pernicious discolouring effect of the London atmosphere on 
the marbles (which are simply limestone) of the British Museum 
has induced the authorities to clean several of them; a very 
hazardous experiment, seeing that a nage werful de mt 
must be very apt to injure the surface, and those delicate 1 
touches of the sculptor which Time has respected for two thousand 
years or upwards. After cleaning, some of the sculptures have been 
put under glass cases, which again has the great disadvantage of 
preventing, by reason of the reflections from the glass, free and 
perfect examination and study.

NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


We are informed that Lieutenant-General Charles Craufurd 
Hay, who was formerly Commandant of the School of roy at 
Hythe, is to be the commander-in-chief at the Cape of Good Hope. 


The whole of the infantry regiments at Aldershott Camp are 
making active preparations for the half-yearly inspections, which 
will commence to be held by the general officers commanding 
brigades on the Ist prox., in order that they may be concluded by 
the 15th of the same month, from which date the usual annual 
leave will be given to half the officers present with their regiments. 


The Millwall shield has completed at Shoeburyness its trium- 
phant victory. After having previously withstood fourteen rounds 
from the 9-inch and 10-inch guns without a single important 
damage to its interior side, it was attacked on Tuesday by the 
12-inch gun, at 70 yards, with battering charges of 74}1b. of 
powder. The tremendous 600-pounder Palliser shot was stopped 
dead, embedded 22in. in the iron and backing of this splendid 
structure, although the whole shield was driven back at one blow, 
despite the strong piling by which it was secured, a distance of 6 ft. 
It will be remembered that the Gibraltar shield was destroyed in 
ten rounds from the 9-inch gun.

LAW AND’ POLICE. 


Albert Schulze, who was recently giving an entertainment in 
London under the title of “Masks and Faces,’’ applied to the 
Bankruptcy Court yesterday week for his release from custody. His 
debts are £1271, and he attributes his failure to losses in professional 
undertakings. There was no opposition, and the order of release 
was granted, — 

Yesterday week Augustus Byrne, an alleged Fenian, but who 
objects to go by that appellation, was brought up on remand, before 
the Alderman at Guildhall, charged with being in illegal possession 
of a number of gun-barrels and sword bayonets. They were shown 
to have belonged to the London Irish Rifle Volunteers, but the 
persons to whom they were issued were not now in the corps. The 
prisoner was remanded. 


Two well-dressed men, who described themselves as ‘‘ gentlemen,’’ 
were brought before Alderman Carden, at Guildhall, on Tuesday, 
charged with being drunk and assaulting various passers-by in 
Moorgate-street. The case was fully proved against them, and the 
Alderman, remarking that to fine them would be no punishment 
and no deterrent, sent them to prison for seven days’ hard labour. 
The culprits, who had not appeared to think the matter very serious, 
entreated his Worship to substitute a fine, but Sir Robert refused to 
do so, and they were removed to the cells. At the same court, 
on Wednesday, two ruffians, for a brutal assault in the Albion 
Hotel, Blackfriars, were sentenced respectively to imprisonment 
with hard labour for one and two months. 

Mr. F. J. R. Sheridan, lately holding a commission in the 
Army, and a son of Mr. Sheridan, M.P. for Dorchester, was charged, 
last Saturday, at Bow-street, with having obtained £150 by false 
pretences. A loan to that amount was made to the accused by a 
Mr. Williamson, a money-lender, upon a statutory declaration that 
at the death of his father he would be entitled to an estate in Dorset- 
shire. The allegation that this was false, inasmuch as his elder 
brother is the heir, was met by the defence that there were family 
arrangements by which the property was so to descend, and that it 
had since become literally true by the death of his brother. It 
transpired that out of £200, £50 was to be taken in wine, which 
was never delivered, and that, with expenses, charges, and dis- 
counts, £83 only eventually reached the pockets of the accused. 
The magistrate thought there was a primd facie case for a jury, but 
only required Mr. Sheridan’s own recognisances to appear to take 
his trial. 


A young man, said to be the son of General Warren, was 
charged on Wednesday, at the Marylebone Police Court, with ob- 
taining goods under false pretences. It was shown that he went 
to Messrs. Thompson's, in Conduit-street, and ordered an outfit for 
India to the value of £450, pretending that his name was Daniel, 
and that he was an officer of the 3rd Dragoons, and had been 
ordered to go abroad at once. A gentleman named Daniel had been 
gazetted to the 3rd Dragoons, and a letter being addressed to him 
the fraud was discovered. The prisoner had also obtained goods of 
value from other ~~ yee fe was remanded that their cases 
might be investigated. 





At the Lambefh Police Court, yesterday week, a man, who 
declared that rather than have his child vaccinated he would be 
fined, was fined accordingly.

On Mon he received a 
letter from Mr. Adolphus Liddell, stating that Mr. Secretary Hardy 
was prepared to recommend the Lords of the Treasury to repay to 
Mr. Guenter whatever reasonable and proper expenses he may have 
incurred in connection with this case, and desiring him to furnish, 
with that view, a detailed account of {the money so expended to the 
Secretary of the Treasury.

Some letters not read 
at the first trial were produced, and “‘ Dear William ’’ had, in the 
later stages of the correspondence developed into “‘ Dear Tom.’ 


A case of manslaughter was tried at the Central Criminal Court, 
on Wednesday, in which a shoemaker and his wife, Brooks by 
name, were charged with having so neglected their family that one 
of them, an infant, had died from starvation: The prisoners, who 
had five children, were in the habit of leaving them for twelve or 
fourteen hours at a time without any food. They were found guilty, 
and on the following day were sentenced to be imprisoned and kept 
to hard labour for three months.

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SKETCHES IN ALASKA. 
We have engraved two more 
sketches taken by Mr. 
Frederick Whymper, the artist 
lately attached to the Western 
Union Telegraph expedition, in 
the remote country lately an- 
nexed to the United States. 
Our first Mlustration represents 
the “‘break up’’ of the great 
Youkon river in Russian 
America, which is now called 
Alaska. This takes place 
usually at the end of May, and 
is an interesting sight after the 
monotony of the winter. Mr. 
Whymper, who saw it from the 
Russian post at Nulato, says :— 
*¢ A constant stream of broken 
ice—in every stage and con- 
dition, crystalline, rotten, or 
water-logged—now surging in- 
to mountains as it met with 
some obstruction, now grinding 
and crashing on its way and 
carrying all before it, passed 
our station at the rate of six 
miles an hour. Whole trees 
and banks were swept away 
before its victorious path, and 
the river rose fourteen feet 
above its winter level. We 
were able to make a start 
for the Hudson Bay Com- 

ny’s Fort at the con- 

uence of the Porcupine, on 
May 26; but theriver was then 
full of drift wood and ice, and 
navigation somewhat difficult.’’ 
The short summer is the 
native’s holiday—his time for 
fishing, hunting, and trading; 
and the river presents a lively 
scene when a fleet of frail birch- 
bark canoes are making for the 
annual trading- grounds to meet 
the Russians. 

Our second Illustration shows 
such a place, Newicargut, an 
Indian village on the Youkon, 
where a considerable number of 
furs are annually obtained by 
the Russians. The natives at 
this period live entirely in the 
open air, in booths constructed 
of poles, branches and green boughs, and pieces of birch-bark, 
or in light tents made by themselves from cotton-drill obtained in 
trade. The Indians of this river are, perhaps, the most original and 
unsophisticated people remaining on the North American con- 
tinent—‘‘ fire-water’’ being as yet unknown amongthem. They 
delight in beads, plentifully-worked belts and bags, and dress in a 
double-tailed coat, one tail before and one behind. 
more ferocious people than the coast natives, yet Mr. Whymper, 


with but one white companion, travelled safely through eight or | 


nine different tribes, and gives them a good character in regard to 
their honesty. The people on the river banks now wish to know 
more of the white man; but it may be that some day they will 
change their opinion of him, when whisky, debauchery, and disease 
have done their work.

A new building, shown in our Illustration, and situated in the 
East India-road, Poplar, was recently opened for the use of the 
congregation and schools of the United Methodist Free Church 
there, which is one of the largest in that connection. The building 
is designed in the Modern Italian style; it consists of two stories,

The staircases 
occupy the front angles, and 
form projecting wings, adorned 
with full coupled columns and 
entablature, supported . by 
pedestals, of which the angular 
ones are square and rusticated. 
The whole is surmounted by a 
parapet having balustrades and 
vases at intervals. The doors 
and windows throughout are 
circular-headed, with poly- 
chromatic arches, formin 

arcades united by moulded an 

decorated strings and imposts. 
The upper tiers of windows 
stand on empanelled pedestals 
supported from the lower cor- 
nice; the lower two are upon 
moulded and trussed cills. The 
casements are of iron through- 
out, in two lights, havin 

spiral jambs and columns with 
capitals and foliated heads. 
The two principal fronts are 
built of Hollington stone and 
white bricks, the latter from 
the works of Messrs. Pease, 
of Darlington. The interior 
of the chapel, with the gal- 
leries, will seat about 1600 
persons; a liberal portion of 
this space is devoted to the 
poor. The school, with its 
class-rooms, will accommodate 
about 600 children. The whole 
building was done by tender, 
at a cost of more than £4000. 
The architect is Mr, Thomas

One or two Illustrations of Dutch holiday time were given, the 
other day, in our Journal; the Dier-Gaarde, or Zoological Gardens 
of Rotterdam, and the annual pleasure fair in that lively com- 
mercial city, being the subjects then chosen. A scene of more 
quiet and genteel enjoyment is presented in this Number. The 
amall town of Schevening, in South Holland, on the coast of the 
North Sea, is a fashionable watering-place, much frequented in the 
season by the Dutch nobility and gentry. It is but two or three 
roiles distant from the Hague, the Royal and aristocratic capital 
of the kingdom, where the Court usually resides. The ladies who 
visit Schevening are fond of availing themselves of those peculiarly 
shaped arm-chairs, made of wickerwork, s« 
1 our Engraving. These chairs, being ch« ap and light, and not 
likely to be much damaged by exposure in the open air, seem well 
adapted to the use of invalids who require more repose and shelter, 
when they come out of doors, than may be found upon the hard 
wooden benches or rickety little seats too often provided for them 
on the sea-beach, or in the public parks and gardens, of English 
watering-places. The importer of a dozen Schevening chairs would

THE TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 
Aithough at Bombay and Calcutta, and in most parts of India, the 
unfavourable weather prevented the scientific observers from noting 
much of the great solar eclipse on the 18th ult., the officers and pas- 
sengers of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company's 
ship Rangoon weremore fortunate. Captain D. Rennoldson, the com- 
mander of that vessel, which was then in latitude 15 deg. 42 min., 
and east longitude 59 deg. 15 min., on its voyage to Bombay, made 
a series of sketches, which we have been permitted to reproduce in 


our Engravings. The Rangoon was happily on the central 
line, and in the most advantageous position for witnessing 


this phenomenon. In his letter to the superintendent of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company, the captain says:—‘* The 
total eclipse lasted four minutes eight seconds, The sketch shows 
what was seen by a large number of persons. In observing with 
the spectroscope I saw what none of the others could see with their 
giasses—viz., two prominences on the right limb of the moon 
(showing in the spectroscope to the left), of a yellow flame colour 
immediately opposite to the red ones, the whole forming a square, 
with the moon in the centre showing out like a mass of rock. The 
colour of the corona as seen through the prism was red, a yellowish 
green, blue, and violet; the violet the brightest till the middle of 
the eclipse, when the red became lumpy and showed brighter, The 
spectrum from the moon cut through the centre of this, but was very 
faint, the red thrown out with a curve. The motion of the ship 
‘was so great it was impossible to get minute observations. There 
‘was so much haze and flying cloud, that only Venus and one other 
star could be seen.”’ 

The following is a more particular description, by one who was 
on board:—‘'The Rangoon left Aden on the 15th, bound for 
Bombay. Her track, therefore, lay through the broad belt of the 
solar eclipse; and her captain, in order to make the best possible 
observations, steered for the central line, where the total obscuration 
of the sun would have the greatest limit of duration. A slight swell, 
without wind, was encountered as soon as we quitted the Gulf of 
Aden and approached the border of the monsoon. On the night of 
the 17th the steamer went fairly into the current, and, a breeze 
a#pringing up, she began to roll heavily, a condition unfavourable 
¢o close and accurate observatien. Still worse, the atmosphere was 
aaturated with moisture to such an extent that the woodwork of the 
ship did not dry all day. Although the sky towards the zenith was 
clear, or only flecked with light, fleecy clouds, yet on the horizon, 
all round, rose a dense mist; and as evening approached the whole 
atmosphere grew thick and hazy. The water was green—bright 
green. The temperature had fallen to 76deg., and the wind was 
quite cold. The conditions were still more adverse on the morning 
of the 18th. In spite of the breeze, or rather, perhaps, in 
consequence of it, a flock of clouds rose unceasingly from 
the south-east and drifted across the path of the sun. The 
haze on the horizon was denser than on the preceding 
day, and the ‘green rolling waves of the monsoon swell 
were shrouded in a thin veil of fine mist. The sun rose in a 
grey sky, then became partially obscured by the swiftly-flying 
clouds, and under these conditions the first phenomena of the 
eclipse were visible. Sometimes the thick atmosphere served as a 
medium through which the progress of the sun could be marked 
with the naked eye. In the succeeding moment a break in the 
clouds compelled observers to use coloured glass. But as the period 
of totality approached the clouds became thinner, and finally, as 
the sun disappeared behind the moon, it was fortunately possible to 
observe the sublime spectacle without other hindrance than that of 
the generally misty sky. At first the moon appeared a dark, 
j*gged mass, surrounded by the corona of white light, very irregular 
am its formation. The general character was that of a silvery 
fringe, broken by spikes of varying magnitude. On the upper left- 
hand shoulder a truncated cone projected itself far into the sky. A 
similar pale glory adorned the upper right-hand shoulder; and a 
third, somewhat differing in shape, flashed out below the lower 
wight-hand limb of the moon. The disc of the moon had a 
dull, harsh, muddy, olive-greenish look, and as it was re- 
lieved against the bright white corona, the rugged upper edge 
weminded me of the mountains which border the Red Sea 
or the rocky peak off the island of Aden. About one minute after 
the period of totality a red horn became suddenly visible on the 
lower left-hand shoulder. Its outline was sharp and defined; it 
was in shape not unlike a Malay creese, but less pointed. A streak 
of vivid flame ran along the centre of the blade; the edges were 
dimmer in colour, but the whole was suffused with a warm glow. 
The curve of the figure was inwards. Its brightness overpowered 
the white rays or glory of the corona. Soon afterwards—perhaps 
® minute later—a second red figure beamed through the white 
fringe, projecting itself from the upper right shoulder, near the 
inner base of the largest white projection previously mentioned. 
It was less clearly defined, softer in colour, shaped like an egg 
standing on its broken end. The edges were brighter than the 
central part, but not so bright as the horns on the lower limbs. 
Whether these protuberances were separated from the sun I could 
not determine. e changes in the phenomena observable after the 
eclipse became total —— to be few to an inexperienced observer 
much vexed by the rolling motion of the steamer. Suddenly, how- 
ever, the upper curve of the moon became crested with a broad, 
vivid belt of violet light, deep in colour at the base, and lighter in 
hue at the outer edge of the curve. Between this splendid and 
fascinating breadth of exquisite colour the te ragged, 
peaked outline of the moon appeared in high relief, and the 
spectacle was most superb. But the next change surpassed all in 

randeur. Above the violet crescent the sun burst forth, cresting 
the dark mass with its matchless brilliancy. Though sudden, 
magical, surprising, yet the dawn of the sun, his victory over night, 
was regularand majestic in motion—a perfect combination of grace, 
volocity, and splendour. The sunburst seemed instantaneous, yet 
the eye could appreciate the dual movement and admire its 
divine beauty and perfection. Yet almost cre the wonderful change 
was complete it became impossible without scientific aid to watch 
the emergence of the sun into his full glory. Whatever it may have 
been on land, the gradual approach of night was not very solemn 
at sea. A light was plac "5 the binnacle, but it was never im- 
possible to read, and darkness more awful has often preceded the 
burst of a thunderstorm. Thesea rolled on without pause, and the 
only change in its hue was from grey green to black. A stars 
were seen; but, on the whole, the darkness failed to produce that 
awful sensation described by the best observers of eclipses. Never- 
theless, I have but once before seen a spectacle equal to this in 
grandeur—the eclipse of 1836—the picture of which dwells firmly 
fixed upon my mind,”’ 

The phenomenon was likewise beheld, in the Bay of Bengal, by 
the officers and passengers of the Mongolia, another of the same 
company’s steam-ships, which left Calcutta on the 16th ult.

THE LATE INTERNATIONAL YACHT-RACE.

The 
course was round the Isle of Wight; and they started, at ten 
o'clock in the morning, from Cowes, passing through the Needles, 
and then turning eastward to run up the Channel. They arrived 
at Cowes in the)evening, after circumnavigating the island. 
The Cambria got in at seventeen minutes past six; the Aline, 
the Oimara, and the Condor between that and twenty-five minutes 
past six; the Sappho, which had been disabled by an accident, did 
not get to Cowes till nearly eight o’clock. The Engraving of the 
Cambria is from a sketch by Mr. J. R. Kirby. :

Panama, city and port, together with the isthmus to which it gives 
its name, forming the narrowest link in the long chain of land dividing 
the two great continents of the western hemisphere, has acquired a 
new importance since the old buccaneering times, and since its trade 
was limited for the most part to Guayaquil and other South American 
ports. It isnow the Pacific port for the traffic and intercourse across 
the isthmus with California, and we need hardly say how much that 
implies. The town stands, it will be seen, on a tongue of land 
which extends a considerable distance into the Gulf of Panama. 
The population a few years ago was 10,000, and has probably in- 
creased. The houses are of stone, generally two or three stories high, 
substantially built, and the larger houses have courts or patios. The 
principal public buildings are a fine cathedral, four convents, a 
nunnery, and acollege. As theslopingshorescontiguous to the ground 
on which the town stands are dry at low water te a considerable dis- 
tance, the anchorage (not included in our View) is six or seven 
miles distant, where it is protected by a number of islands. 
One island gives the foreground of M. Hildebrandt’s drawing. 
The largest island is called Perico, a name which is also applied 
to the harbour. These islands are high and well cultivated, and 
supplies of ordinary kinds, including excellent water, may be 
obtained from most of them. The town is too far distant from 
Ecuador and Peru to have suffered severely from the recent awful 
earthquake, nor is the isthmus, as was long supposed, traversed by 
the chain of the Andes. As we have intimated, the chief interest 
attached to Panama has been derived from the construction of the 
Tailway connecting the coasts of the Atlantic and Pacific. The 
vommercial advantages promised to be afforded by a ship-canal 
across the isthmus, by which the voyage from the ports of Europe 
and the United States, to the ports of the Pacific, and to 
China, would be very much shortened, early directed atton- 
tion to this narrow neck of land. The belief that it 
was traversed by the Andes seemed, however, to interpose an in- 
superable obstacle. Humboldt suggested the adjacent isthmus of 
Darien as the most practicable place, whilst others looked farther 
up towards Mexico, and saw in the Lake of Nicaragua and the Rio 
de San Juan a line marked out as it were by nature for the purpose. 
In 1827 Bolivar, President of the Republic of Columbia, of which 
Panama then formed a department, directed Mr. Lloyd, an English 
engineer, to survey the country, with the view of improving the 
communication across the isthmus. His report showed how dif- 
ficult the formation of a ship-canal would be, but he pointed out 





'P how excellent a harbour was the unfrequented Bay of Lim: now 


Navy Bay, and how readily a short canal might be cut through the 
low country from it to the navigable river Chagres. That river 
would then be ascended to its junction with the Trinidad river, 
and the latter toa place which appeared well adapted for the forma- 
tion of wharves and landing-places, whence he proposed to form a 
railway to Panama or Chorrera. The plan, however, was laid aside 
till the startling gold discoveries in California, and subsequently 
in Australia, again drew attention to the subject. Who 
does not remember the tales of hardship, sickness, and 
death endured by many of the vast numbers in search of El Dorado 
who landed at the wretched unhealthy port of Chagres, ascended 
the river as far as they could in boats, and clambered over the 
mountainous road across the isthmus to Panama, whence other 
vessels conveyed them to the much-longed-for diggings? The 
attraction constantly increasing, Mr. Lloyd’ssurvey was remembered, 
and its general correctness verified; but as —- of transit was 
then a primary consideration, a company was formed in New York 
for constructing a railway =e across the isthmus—nearly 
approaching to the route he had indicated. The since famous town 
of Aspinwall was founded on the side of the Caribbean Sea, in Navy 
Bay, and this was made the starting-point of the railway—Panama 
being fixed as the terminus on the Pacific side. After many 
difficulties and delays the railway was completed, at a cost of about 
£1,400,000, and formally opened in January, 1855. 

The drawing we have engraved is one of the admirable and 
extremely interesting series made by the distinguished Prussian 
artist M. Hildebrandt, which have been exhibited in Pall-mall, and 
subsequently at the Crystal Palace picture-gallery, where, we 
believe, they may still be seen and chromolithographs of them 
obtained. s we have already fully reviewed the entire series, it 
will suffice to say that the present drawing possesses the excellent 
characteristics of its numerous companions. 


THE BUTE FESTIVITIES AT CARDIFF. 

Some Illustrations of the festivities at Cardiff and Rothsay, on 
Saturday, the 12th inst., which was the day when the Marquis of 
Bute came of age, were given in our last publication. Wednesday 
week, however, was a still greater day at Cardiff, for the Marquis 
was then publicly received on his arrival from Scotland. He came 
by sea, in his yacht, the Ladybird, which anchored in the Bristol 
nnel, off Cardiff, on the night before. At daybreak this vessel 
came in to the new Low-Water Pier, which is unfinished, although 
the trustees and the contractors had exerted themselves to have it 
in readiness for the occasion. At twenty minutes past eight the 
yacht was made fast to the nee | wrought-iron stage, mea- 
suring eighty feet by thirty feet, which Sir William Armstrong and 
Co. have just placed in tion, under the direction of Mr. 
Maconochie, engineer to the Bute Trust, at the end of the pier. The 
ier itself is 2600 feet in length, and the only place in the Bristol

He was 

father of the Baronet just deceased. 
THE BISHOP OF MONTREAL. 

The Right Rev. Francis Fulford, D.D., Bishop of Montreal, 
and Metropolitan of Canada, whose death has just occurred, was a 
scion of the very ancient Devonshire family of Fulford, and was 
the second son of Lieutenant-Colonel Baldwin Fulford, of Fulford, 
near Exeter, by his wife, Anna Maria, eldest daughter of William 
Adams, Esq., of Bowdon, Totnes, M.P. for that borough. He 
was born in 1803. He was educated at Tiverton Grammar School, 
and at Exeter College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 1824, 
and was elected a Fellow in June, 1825. He was successively Rector 
of Trowbridge, Rector of Croydon, Cambridgeshire, and Minister 
of Curzon Chapel, Mayfair. He was the author of a work entitled 
** The Progress of the Reformation.’’ He was consecrated Bishop 
of Montreal in 1850. He afterwards became Metropolitan of 
Canada, he and his successors being so appointed under the Great 
Seal in 1860. He married, Oct. 18, 1830, Mary, daughter of 
Andrew Berkeley Drummond, Esq., of Cadland, Hants ; and had 
issue—a son, Francis Drummond, who married M Anne, daughter 
of Thomas Holland, Esq. ; and a daughter, Alice Mary, married to 
Archdeacon Lower. 

MR. GARD, OF ROUGEMONT. 

Richard Sommers Gard, Esq., of Rougemont House, Devon, 
J.P. and D.L., who died on the 16th inst., at Monkton, near 
Honiton, was the son of Jonas Gard, ag of North Tawton, near 
Barnstaple, He was born in 1797. Mr. Gard for many years lived 
the life of a private gentleman, occupying a charming estate, 
Rougemont, near Exeter, and dispensing gifts freely to needy 
persons and benevolent institutions. He was a Deputy Warden of 
the Stannaries, and was, in 1852, High Sheriff of Devonshire. He 
was first elected M.P. for Exeter in 1857, and again in 1859: 
he retired in 1865. Mr. Gard was a stanch Conservative. He was 
avery benevolent man, and by his courtesy and urbanity won 
general and great respect. He married, in 1829, Mary, daughter 
of Richard Parr, Esq., of Kirton, in the county of Lincoln. 


MAJOR-GENERAL STEVENS. 

Major-General Thomas Stevens, of the Royal Marines, whose 
death has just occurred at Rochester, had a long and gallant 
military career. He entered the Army about the beginning of the 
sae enn century.

The financial statement of the stewards of the late Gloucester 
Musical Festival has not yet been published, additional contribu- 
tions and donations from stewards and other persons being still 
expected. It is believed, however, that the beneficent object of the 
festival will probably be realised to the extent of above £1000; this 
being about the average amount of the net receipts of the ‘‘ Meetings 
of the Three Choirs’’ for the last twenty years. 

Mr. Goffrie began his series of concerts at the Agricultural Hall, 
Islington, on Wednesday evening, last week. The arrangements 
have been made with judgment and liberality; the orchestra con- 
tains a hundred of the ablest performers that London can furnish ; 
and the singers and solo instrumentalists are, without exception, 
favourites of the public. The vast hall is splendidly decorated, and 
every care has evidently been taken to render the concerts 
attractive. On this occasion the programme was brilliant and 
effective. It, of course, began with the National Anthem, 
followed by the spirit-stirring military march in Beethoven's 
symphony in C minor, the score being strengthened by the addition 
of warlike instruments. After this, among other things, came T. 
Harper’s admirable performance of ‘‘ The Soldier Tired,’’ as a solo 
for the trumpet; an orchestral selection from the ‘*Grande 
Duchesse,”’ the overture to ‘ Masaniello,’’ the intermezzo from 
Gounod’s “‘ La Colombe,’”’ and a new waltz. Among the singers 
was Malle. Scalchi, a contralto from Bologna, who sang ‘‘ Non pid 
mesta’’ in a style which enchanted the audience. Mdlle. Liebhart 
was encored in “ Little Bird,’’ and sang Arditi’s favourite “ Il 
Bacio,’”’ with the customary applause. Mr. G. Perren sang ‘‘ The 
Bay of Biscay’’ with much vigour; and Mr. Levy and Mr. Wehli 
played brilliant solos on their respective instruments. The hall was 
crowded, and the concert went off with an éclat which promises a 
successful season. 

The annual assemblage of singers instructed according to the 
Sol-Fa system took place at the Crystal Palace, last week, 
when 4500 choristers mustered on the great Handel orchestra and 
sang a number of sacred and secular pieces, some without accom- 
paniment and others accompanied by the organ. The first part of 
the programme included the chorus, ‘‘ Blessed for Ever,’’ from 
Spohr’s oratorio, ‘‘ The Last Judgment,’’ which was performed with 
extraordinary precision and power. A new chorus, composed for 
the occasion by Mr. Henry Smart, was laid before them for the first 
time, and sung with a readiness and correctness which showed their 
surprising proficiency in the art of reading at sight. The second 
part of the concert began with Webbe’s celebrated glee, ‘‘ When 
winds breathe soft,’’ beautifully sung by the full choir; and this 
was followed by various part-songs, choruses, &c., to which equal 
justice was done. The performances were ably conducted by Mr. 
Sarll and Mr. Proudman alternately, and Mr. Coward presided at 
the organ. The palace was crowded to overflowing, and the per- 
formance was so well received that it is to be repeated to-day. 

The Hibernian Catch Club, of Dublin, has offered a prize of £10 
for an original glee, subject to the usual regulations for preserving 
the incognito of anonymous compositions. The glees are to be per- 
formed at an early meeting of the approaching season, and the 
question of merit will be decided by ballot. 

A grand competitive meeting of French orphéonists has 
been held at Havre. Not less than 150 societies, vocal or brass 
instruments, were present from all parts of France, and numbered 
upwards of 6000 members. For the former class the piece executed 
was the chorus ** Duquesne,’’ words by M. Gustave Choquet and 
music com by M. Bazin; the grand prize was ewentel to the 
Société Orphéonique of Roubaix. In the second category the 
highest honour was obtained by the Grande Harmonie of the same 
town. Other rewards, consisting of gold or silver medals, were 
also distributed. The proceedings terminated by a banquet, at 
which Baron Leroy, Prefect of the Seine-Inférieure, presided. His

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THE 
LEEDS NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


It has been announced that the National 
Exhibition of Works of Art in the new build- 
ing of the Leeds Royal Infirmary will be 
closed on Oct. 26. The picture of which we 
now present an Engraving is one of the 
Portraits of Yorkshire Worthies, which con- 
stitute a special department of the Exhibi- 
tion. It represents a notable character of the 
sixteenth century, Richard Norton of Norton, 
who, in the reign of Queen Mary, was 
Governor of Norham Castle, in Northumber- 
land, and one of the Council of the North for 
the government of all that part of England 
beyond the Trent and the Humber. He took 
a leading part in the rebellion against Queen 
Elizabeth, and in favour of Mary Stuart, 
raised by the great Roman Cathelic families 
of the northern counties, with the Duke of 
Northumberland and the Earl of West- 
moreland at their head, in the year 1569. 
As the oldest man amongst them, Richard 
Norton has been called ‘The Patriarch of 
the Rebellion;’’ but the date of his 
birth is not known to us; and we are only 
informed that he escaped the punishment of 
treason and died abroad. His portrait is con- 
tributed to the Exhibition by Lord Grantley, 
who has liberally lent the committee several 
important pictures, some by Vandyke, and 
others of local interest. The subjects we have 
selected this week from the Museum of Orna- 
mental Art are a terra-cotta figure of a 
Bacchante, by Clodion, which belongs to Lord 
Chesterfield; and a silver gilt-cup, lent by Sir 
Stephen Glynne. The design of this repre- 
sents ‘“‘a pelican in her piety’’—that is, in 
the fabulous act of tearing her own bosom to 
feed her young ones with her blood. The 
infant birds are in a nest of wickerwork, in 
which the parent stands. Her wings move 
on hinges, and form the cover or lid of the 
cup. Thestem is ornamented with masks and 
scrolls, and the pedestal beneath with hunting 
scenes. This work is of English manufacture 
and of the Elizabethan age. 


HOLGATE CHURCH, 
LINCOLNSHIRE. 

The church of Halton Holgate, near Spilsby, 
is one of the finest in that part of Lincoln- 
shire. Its body was restored, about twenty 
years ago, by the late Rector, the Rev. T : 
Rawnsley, who has been succeeded in the 
tectory by his son, the present Incumbent. 
This gentleman, the Rev. Drummond 
Rawnsley, has | restored the church 
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lately 
tower and part of the chancel, besides giving 
the towera clock; the total cost being about 
£1120, which, added to the cost of the resto- 
rations effected by his father, makes £3000 
so éxpended. The tower was designed by 
Mr. G. E. Street, but the work has been done 
under the superintendence, and partly from 
the ‘designs, of Mr. J. Fowler, architect, of 
Louth. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 
The Registrar-General gives the following 
return of births and deaths in London and 
in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Sept. 19:— 

In the week 4332 births and 2981 deaths 
were registered in London and in thirteen 
other large towns of the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 
persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 
20 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edinburgh, and 22 in Dublin; 19 in 
Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 30 in Liverpool, 36 in Manchester, 30 in 
Salford, 26 in Sheffifield, 24 in Bradford, 31 in Leeds, 30in Hull, 
27 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 22in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 21 per 1000 during the week ending the 12th inst., and in 
Berlin 38 per 1000 during the seven days ending the 10th inst. 

In Lenin the births of 2080 children (1011 boys and 1069 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 
years, 1858-67, the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2064. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1220. 
It was the thirty-eighth week of the year, and the average number 
of deaths is, with a correction for increase of population, 1252. 
The deaths in the present return are, therefore, less by 32 than the 
estimated amount. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 348, 
the corrected average number being 392. Four deaths from small- 
pox, 22 from measles, 74 from scarlatina, 15 from diphtheria, 32 
rom whooping-cough, 56 frem fever, and 86 from diarrhwa were 
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scalds, of 5 persons from drowning, of 3 infants from suffocation, 
of 4 persons who committed suicide, and of 2 persons who were 


killed by horses or carmages in the streets, were registered last 


week.

ST. MICHAEL’S CHUROH, 


NEEPS END, SHEFFIELD. 
The new church at Neeps End, one of the 
districts most severely afflicted by the great 
flood at Sheffield a few years ago, was con- 
secrated last November. It is dedicated to 
St. Michael and All Angels. The district is 
thickly inhabited by r people, and is very 
dirty and smoky. The church, therefore, is 
very plain in character. It is built to ac- 
commodate about 1000 persons. The nave is 
90 ft. long and 30ft. wide, with aisles 
running nearly the same length, 13 ft. wide ; 
the total clear width being 60 ft. The nave 
is divided from the aisles by an arcade of 
three large arches and the transept arches, 
supported upon short, massive piers. The 
chancel is 38 ft. by 22 ft., and, like the nave, 
is spanned by a bold, open-timber roof. The 
east and west windows are large and bold, 
and filled in with geometric tracery. The 
transept windows correspond, but are smaller. 
The principal porch is on the north side, and 
is an effective feature. A tower and spire 
were originally contemplated, but are aban- 
doned—at any rate, for the present. The 
materials are Burbage, Greenside, and Mat- 
lock stone, and covered with Taylor’s patent 
tiles. The font is the gift of Mr. Henry E. 
Watson, of Shincliffe Hall; a portion of the 
carving is the gift of Mr. Bernard Wake, of 
Abbeyfield ; and the heating apparatus is the 
gift of Mr. J. Jobson Smith, of Roscoe- 
The Incumbent is the Rev. Thomas 
The architect was Mr. Thomas 
Charles Sorby, of London ; and the contractor 
Mr. James White, of Sheffield. 


PERU AND ECUADOR. 


Consular reports from Islay and Guaya- 
quil were presented to Parliament a little 
before the close of the Session. 

From Islay Mr. Acting-Consul Birnil re- 
ported that the trade of that port had been 
paralysed by the late revolution. The small 
traders of the interior prefer making their 
purchases in Lima and Callao, and availing 
themselves of the facilities offered by the 
Steam Navigation Company, whose steamers 
run regularly to all parts of the coast, and 
persons with means had removed to the 
capital for the greater safety of their pro- 
perty. The siege of Arequipa had in a 
manner closed all transactions in wool and 
bark, principal articles of export. Some 
hopes were held out that the new Government 
would endeavour to relieve the existing de- 
pression in this partof Peru. The scheme 
of a railway from Islay to Arequipa had 
again been taken up. It was considered 
that Arequipa could only be withheld from 
continual revolution by attention being at- 
tracted to public works, opening up fresh 
sources of industry. The total exports of 
Peru in 1865 exceeded £6,245,000, of which 
£1,000,000 was treasure. The public expen- 
diture was £2,435,000; the debt, £5,866,000. 
The population in 1859 was £2,500,000; the 
area, 502,761 English square miles. 

From Guayaquil Mr. Vice-Consul Smith reported a continued 
general depression of commerce. The export of cocoa suffered very 
much from Spain being at war with the South American republics, 
Spain being the great cocoa-consuming country. In time of peace 
nearly all the cocoa sent to Spain was exported in Spanish ships, owing 
to the reduced duties on produce imported into Spain in vessels 
carrying the national flag; but the shipping returns of Guayaquil for 
1867 showed no Spanish vessels at that port. The growth of cotton 
was commenced in 1862, in consequence of the civil war in the 
United States, but it would probably soon cease to be an article of 
export, as at present prices it did not yield a ag eer yy return. In 
quality it was equal to middling Orleans. The total exports from 
uayaquil in 1867 only reached £560,069; the imports were, as 
nearly as could be calculated, £434,860.

Sciences Mdlle. Goutchakoff, born at Kalouga, in Russia. 
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
